REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



3. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest a 
photography system using a digital camera and a position detecting unit, said position detecting 
unit disposed closed to an object; wherein said digital camera includes a calculation processor 
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for calculating camera azimuth and object distance according to said object position data and 
said digital camera position, in combination with other claim elements. 

Claims 2-6 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 1 . 

Claims 7-12 are method claims of apparatus claims 1-6. Therefore, claims 7-12 are 
allowed for the reasons given in claims 1-6.
